Back-in 1894 a magazine was complaining that the government 
was turning out silver dollars worth less than 75¢ each; then the 
government was compelling people to receive it in-payment of debts 
as one hundred cents. 

A couple of sharpies turned out silver dollars and passed them to 
the publie as good. But the magazine editor complained that the 
counterfiters’ silver dollar contained as much real silver as the gov- 
ernment’s and the only real complaint the U. S. had was the fact 
the crooks were moving in on the govrnment’s bogus dollar busi- 
nee ofl ;
